SCHOOL REPORT. 


The subject of education is one that demands our attention, and in 
which we ought to be deeply interested. Increased knowledge af- 
fects the financial, social and moral condition of society and enhances 
the value of property, and by a neglect of education opposite condi- 
tions of things necessarily follow. 

As we have experienced a change in regard to the school laws of 
the state, it is necessary that we make a little change in the custom 
of reporting our schools. Under the present law we have but one 
district, but for convenience we will refer to the different schools as 
under the old law. 

During the past school year, we have maintained schools in nine 
districts, eight of which were 10 weeks each and one 8 3-5 weeks ; 
making 88 3-5 weeks of schooling for the school year, at a cost of 
$442.30. For particulars, see statistical table. 

We have been thoroughly interested in the schools, and have en- 
deavored to do our duty faithfully and impartially. 

Considering all things, our schools have been all we could reason- 
ably expect, but not what we desire. In short, our schools will av- 
erage good. Some have been excellent; one has been unprofitable, 
not wholly on the teacher’s part. None have been perfect, for per- 
fection in man is among the impossibilities ; but most of the teachers 
have worked hard for the best interests of the schools. Some teach- 
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ers have their hobbies in teaching. Consequently some branches 
have not received proper attention, but because one or two branches 
have been neglected, the school is not necessarily unprofitable. 
Some of our teachers have allowed more whispering than was for the 
best interest of the school. Some have not been practical, and have 
failed to employ the best methods in teaching. We have been 
pleased to see some very fine specim.ns in penmanship. There is a 
great difference in the methods of teaching, which is attracting much 
attention at the present time, and which should be made a special 
subject in our schools during the next school year. 

On visiting the schools at the beginning of ‘the terms, we found 
them ina more or less crippled condition, with one exception. 
*‘Stockertown” foresaw the evil that would result from not having a 
summer school, and, as they take great interest in educating their 
children, they found it convenient and profitable to support a private 
school ip a private honse, the result of which was, when those schol- 
ars commenced their studies in the fall, they were ready to advance 
quite rapidly. | 

We cannot reasonably expect that a school of twenty or thirty 
scholars will advance as far as a school of less than halt that num- 
ber, other things being equal. But classification of scholars and 
qualification of teacher will make very much difference. But when 
we find it convenient to place the better teacher in a school with less 
than one-fifth as many pupils, or reyerse the process, the results 
must necessarily be wide apart. 

We think it was the intention of the law that the schools be of 
equal length, which law will apply to graded or selected schools, or 
to mixed schools if they contain a nearly equal number of scholars, 
better than to our mixed schools. Hence the impropriety of main- 
taining small schools under the law. The scholars will not receive 
equal advantages under any Jaw or plan. . 

Many scholars may not be benefitted by much book-learning, for 
an education is not wholly confined to books, or the school. Books 
and the school are merely guides in training our different faculties, 
and those not benefitted by them are not truly educated. An educa- 
tion consists in developing the different faculties of the mind, by 
self-culture or otherwise, so as to bring them into harmony with 
each other and with nature, and thus make one’s life pleasant and 
profitable to himself and associates. A person who does manual la- 
bor, and who bas not had the advantages of a common school educa- 
tion even, may be as saccessful and often more useful than the col- 
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lege-educated or professional man. An education is very conven- 
ient, and, if rightly used, will add much to the pleasure and success 
of a man’s life. 

There is abundant talent in the town to give our scholars a good 
common school education, if the teachers will be a little liberal. 
We should not allow any personal or political feeling, or prejudice, 
to make any difference in our school affairs. If we do, it will affect 
them very much. 

‘lo teachers we would say that, feeling the responsibility resting 
on us, we wish to speak of the greater responsibility devolving on 
you. Some have been placed in our schools under more favorable 
circumstances than others. Consequently we have noticed different 
results. While some have met the approbation of the committee in 
your methods of teaching certain branches, some need to make your- 
selves acquainted with the best methods of teaching particular branch- 
es. Language and grammar can be taught almost wholly without 
the text book, by the use of the blackboard and written composition, 
with much greater results. There should be more work performed 
on the blackboard, particularly with small scholars. Mental Arith- 
metic is a great auxiliary in developing the mental faculties, and we 
believe it should be taught by requiring the pupil to repeat the prob- 
lem and give a reason for each step, and thus the pupil will learn to 
think, reason, and be independent. If teachers would hold meet- 
ings during the terms of school, for the purpose of discussing and 
illustrating methods of teaching, &c., it would add much to the use- 
fulness of our schools. The dull scholar is often neglected at the 
beginning of his school life by some of our teachers. Practice oral 
instruction and object teaching with small scholars. 

Thanking the parents, teachers and all concerned, for whatever 
benefit we have received, we remain your servants and sincere friends 


to the best interests of our schools.
